He 
noted that “the Georgia registration of Negro voters now stands 
rear the 300,000 mark, and this has removed Georgia from the 
Dixiecrat camp". 


Dr. King, according to the article, repeated again and 
again his theme that the key to the Civil Rights Movement is 
non-violence, noting a warning that this past year the first 
serious threat to non-violence was the tempers and frustrations 
of northern ghettos.
